This evening, the Last before election, a 
ass-meeting will be Held in every ward in 
interest of the Citizens’ Union ticket.

is important that thes® meetings should be 
well attended, and that no one should con- 
sult his personal convenience when an act 
of his can add even a little to the strength of 


this movement. As an augury of success it 


may be mentioned that Tux TRIBUNE learned 
late last night that a man in 
the secret counsels of Harrison's in- 
ner court remarked that on estimating 
the probabilities yesterday they were able to 
figure up but 2,500 majority for Harrison. It 
willbe remembered that a week ago no 
friend of Harrison thought of giving to the 
present Mayor a majority of less than 15,000. 
This estimate has been decreasing at the 
rate of about 2,500 per day. By a simple a 
priori process it is plainly Ae that 
the majority will be nil today, and 2,500 on 
the other side tomorrow. This is merely 
taking the figures of the Democrats the m- 
selves, and will be viewed with feelings of 
great satisfaction by all who have the wel- 
fare of the city at heart.

Austin, Tex., March 31.—[{Special.}— 
Messrs. Sweet and Knox, editors and proprie- 
tors of the Texas Siftings, were summoned

Gambling in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE&, Tenn., March 31.—([Special.] 
—The bill passed by the Legisiature giving 
racing and fair associations a monoply of 
pool-selling is to be tested, as other parties 
claim to have the right to sell pools under 
the act recently passed- known as the Jockey 
Club bill. Legal advice has been sought, 
and the incorporators of the Nashville 
Jockey Club propose to sell pools, beginning 
with the New Orleans races. 

The Anti-Gambliag bill has been signed by 
the Governor, butowing to a defect in the 
title it is believed it will not go into 
effect for forty days. The bill

CAUGHT AT LAST. 
ARREST OF A BOLD BANK SWW DLE. 
NRW York, April L.—{Special.|AWilliam 
C. Russell, alias Bullard, alias Baldwin, alias 
Wheeler, alias Ballard, alias Smith, alias 
Maltby, the bigamist, swindler, and thief, 
has been arrested by the New York police. 
Russell, who is an Irishman, and who éame 
to this country when quite young, first at- 
tained notoriety at Newburg, N. Y. He 
went there as R. 8. Ballard in the summer of 
1881, boardea at the house of a Mrs. Brocks, 
and masqueraded as a wealthy speculator in 
real estate. He affected to be smitten with 
his jiandiady’s daughter, Miss Amelia, 
and became her accepted suitor. lie 
made preparations for their nuptials, 
and announced that he intended to settle in 
Newburg. He negotiated for a house, and 
was introduced at the Quassaick Bank, 
where he deposited a check for $5,000 on the 
Northampton Bank, of Northampton, Mass., 
and received a pass-book and a check-book. 
He also deposited in the name of his wife a 
check for $1,000 on the Chemical National 
Bank of New York, and gave her the pass- 
book and check-book. Both cheeks, which 
were, of course, worthless, were signed R. S. 
Ballard. On Aug. 24,1882, he was married at 
St. John’s Church by the Rev. A. McLean 
and he was recorded as a Widower who had 


- practiced medicine in Philadelphia. Two 


days later he went to Samuel Ward, a New- 
burg grocer, and induced him to cash his 
cheek for $100 on the Quassaivk Bauk on 
the pretense that he was going to hunt up the 
titles of some property at Gushen. He dis- 
appeared, and Mr. Ward could not induce 
the bank to cash the check. Inquiry re- 
vealed that the checks de ted there were 
spurious, and Chief-of-Police Bancroft found 
in a valise left at Mrs. Brocks’ house, evi- 


dence that Ballard was an operator in 


worthiess checks, as in it were drafts on 
many banks to the amoutn of $24,300. 
WIFE NO, 2. 

Then Ballard went to Providence, R. L., 
and Boston, and swindled a large number of 
people. Then he turned up in Baltimore, 
where he stopped at the Eutaw House and 
made the acquaintance of a Miss Van Houn- 
ton, a poor but respectable seamstress. Lie 
— marri dazzled her with his pre- 

nsions of wealth, and was accepted. He 
said he was a “quarter of a million man,“ 
and his many bank books gave color to his 
representations. He married the girl and 
came to New York. He went wo Phila- 
delphia and deposited in the West- 
ern Bank a check for $9,000 on 
the Chemical National Bank of New York, 
and one for $6,000 on the Bank of Washing- 
ton, D. C., signed by AV. C. Russell. He said 
that he was amemberof the Russell & Erwin 
Manufactu Company of New York. This 
was Dec. 2. The next day he cashed a 
check for $100 on the Western Bank, and 
came to New York, where he planned sev- 
eral swindling transactions. ne of these 
was the — N Be on Dec. 18, at the Fifth 
Avenue Bank, of a check for $9,000 on the 
Western Bank of Philadelphia. He received 
a pass-book and a check-buok. The Cashier, 
however, was polite and wary. 

On the 20th of December Kussell gave his 
wife a check for $23,000 on the Fifth Avenue 
Bank. It was signed by R. C. Bullard and 
indorsed by W. C. Russell. She went out to 
get the money, not dreaming of the charac- 
ter of the check, and Russell paid part of his 
bill at the hotel, saying he was called out of 
town on important business, departed. 
In domg this he endeavored to get some 
money in return for a check on the Fifth 
Avenue Bank, but the proprietor of the 
hotel was not to be caught, 

A DUPED WIFE. 


When Mrs. Russell presented the check for 
$2,000 at the Fitth Avenue it was at first be- 
lieved that she had been hoaxed, but the in- 
dorsement wasaclew to the rascally de- 

sitor of the check on me Western Bank of 

"hiladelphia, and she was detained while 
the cashier communicated with Inspector 
Byrnes. The doubly-duped woman was re- 
leased when her ‘story was found to be cor- 
rect, She gave severaiclews to the swindler, 
and ankers’ Proteétive Association, 
which offered a reward of $1,000 for the ar- 
rest of Russell, and sent circulars to all the 
bank warning them against him, discovered 
that he had made spurious deposits in the 
City Bank of Tarrytown and in other bank- 
ing institutions. 

Jan. 24 last Russell went to Atlantic City 
and negotiated for the purchase of a hotel 
there, and showed a pass-book on the Fifth 
Avenue Bank for $15,900. He succeeded in 
getting $300 in good money there on false 
representations and a bogus check on the 
bank. Then he turned up in Newark, N. J., 
where he made love to his landlady’s daugh- 
ter, and finally left the house in the night, 
carrying of a silver tea-pot and a velvet 
cloak. Later on his swindling operations 
were reopened in New York, where he gave 
bogus checks on the Fifth Avenue Bank. 

RUN TO EARTH. 

The detectives have been watching for 
Russell for some time, and finally caught 
him at Fifty-fourth street and Eighth av- 
enue. He was very indignant; said he was 
D. C. Wheeler possessed of wealth and 
influence, and threatened to “make it hot“

would please him better, 

and he walked boldly to within halt a block 

of the dank, when he turned to McLaughlin 
and said: It is no use; 1 surrender.” 

At police headquarters he was very meck 
and penitent. He told where he lived, and 
in his room was a valise, which was taken to 
Inspector Byrnes’ office. It contained blanks 
and fililed-in checks on many banks, indi- 
cating that all his villainies have not yet been 
discovered, and pass-books showthg large 
sums to his credit. He appeared to have 
swindled through checks obtained from the 
East River National Bank National 
Bank of Maryland, and Riggs & Co., the 
Washington bankers. Inspector Byrnes is 
induced to believe that he has hoarded his 
ill-gotten gains, and that the amount is large. 

OPERATIOANS AT PHILADELPHIA. 

Among some of Russeli’s transactions 
which have not been thoroughly investi- 
gated are two swindles. In Philadelphia he 
n tuated for the purchase of a restaurant 
at No. 42 South Second street, paid as a for- 
feit a check for $600 on the City Bank of 
a a gap pretended that he had lost his 
watch, and borrowed $20 to to Norris- 
town to transact business. This is said to 
have occurred on March 20. On March 
27 he is reported to have  vis- 
ited Samuel Harrison, in Girard avenue, 
Philadelphia, where he tried to arrange to 
take a number of Mormon families to Utah, 
and swindied Mr. Harrison out of $100, he 
giving thatsum in exchange for a cheek for 
$600 on the Fifth Avenue Bank. Kussell was 
indicted by the grand jury soon after his 
wife was detained at the Fifth Avenue Bank, 
and he was arrested on a benclewarrant, so 
that he will be taken to the District-Attor- 
ney’s office tomorrow.

BRECTING A MONUMENT TO PAYNE. 

New York, April 1.—(Special.]|—Work is 
to be begun at once at the studio of Moffitt 
& Doyle, No, 6 Great Jones street, on a mon- 
ument to mark the resting-place of John 
Howard Payne, the author of Home, Sweet 
Home,“ in Washington. A plaster cast of a 
bust ot Payne came from New Orleans on 
the Lone Star, of the Morgan Line, which is 
lying at her pier at the foot of North Moore 
strect, and will be taken from the steamship 
tomorrow. It was made by Mr. Alexander 
Doyle, in New Orleans, where 
he has been engaged for 
time modeling statues of 
R. E. Lee, Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, and 
of Margaret, the New Orleans philanthro- 
pist. The monument will be a handsome 
Shaft of Carrara marble, resting on a base of 
gray granit, and surmounted by a bust once 
and half the size of the average. The hight 
ofthe monument from the ground, includ- 
ing the bust, will be twelve feet, and the base 
upon which it will rest will be six feet 
square. The plinth and capital will be 
carved, but there will be no display. The 
style of the monument will be old Roman, 
and a specimen of pure classical 
art. The bust was modeled to conform to 
the ideas of W. W. Corcoran, the philanthro- 

ist and capitalist of Washington, who 

rought Payne’s remains from Tunis, and 
who will bear the expense of the monument. 
It was intended to have the monttmenterect- 
ed and ready to be unveiled June 9, on the

HER MAJESTY’S OPERA. 
LARGE ROBBERY OF BOX RECEIPTS. 

New York, April 1.—|Special.|—Col. J. 
II. Mapleson, of Her Majesty's Opera com- 
pany, was robbed of a sum of money in bank- 
notes and checks late last night or early this 
morning, which be estimates at $21,500, of 
which about $5,000is negotiable. The money 
was kept in a tin-box in a safe in the box- 
office, in the southwest corner of the build 
ing, at Irving place and Fourteenth street. 
The ticket-seller who left the office last at 
night, left the safe-key for the convenience 
of the ticket-seller who should first arrive in 
the morning. The sale of seats and 
boxes were unusually large on Saturday. 
There was a large audience in the house at 
the matinée, and large sales of tickets were 
made for the Flying Dutchman,” which is 
to be given tomorrow night, and for the 
Washington and Lee University benefit to- 
morrow evening. This money was left in 
the tin box in the safe on Saturday night. 
When Mr. Specht, one of the ticket-sellers, 
arrived at the office about 10 o’clock this 
morning, Capt. Clinchy, of the Eighteenth 
Precinct, was there. A man em- 
ployed by the Symphony Society had 
found the lobby door open about 9 
o’clock, and informed the police. Mr. Specht 
found the padlock wrenched from the door 
leading from the lobby into the box-oflice and 
lying on the floor. ‘The door of the safe was 
unlocked, and the key was in the lock. Scat- 
tered on the floor in front of the sate were a 
sinall piece of a tallow candle, an open brown 
paper containing half a pound of powder, a 
small steel jimmy, and some other tools. 
The presence of the powder leads to 
the impression that the burglars had 
come prepared to blow open the door. The 
tin box was in its place, but it had been 
broken open and its contents were abstract- 
ed. Mr. Pietro Angelo, the Treasurer, said 
he had his suspicions “as to who the rob- 
bers were,“ but he did not like to say too 
much.“ He smiled when asked if hethought 
the robbery was committed by any one in 
the * ot Her Majesty's Opera Compauy. 
Mr. Angelo said he thought the amount of 
money in bank-notes, specie, and negotiable 
checks would amount to about 
$7,000. Col.) Mapleson said he had 
his “suspicions as to the identity of the 
thieves, but in the interest of justice“ he did 
not desire to communicate thein. The Colonel 
said he thought $5,000 would cover the loss 
in money and negotiable securities. The re- 
mainder ot the sum was in “checks payable 
to order.” tie was much pleased over the 
fact that the thieves overlooked $2,500 in 
gold and bank-notes, which was in another 
box in the safe, and which was found intact. 


OBITUARY. 
DAVID POWER CONYNGHAM, EDITOR. 

New York, April 1—/jSpecial.}—Maj. 
David Power Conyngham, L. L. D., died at 
his home, No. 7 Vandam street, this evening, 
of pneumonia, after a foftnight’s illness. 
lie was well known as a soldier, author, and 
journalist. At the time of his death 
he was editor of the New 
York Tablet. Maj. Conyngham was born 
forty-three years ago at Killanaule, County 
Tipperary. In 1863 he came to America as 
War correspondent toa prominent Dublin 
journal. During the War he served as a 
volunteer under Gen. Meagher in the 
Irish Brigade, holding the rank of 
Captain, in the Army of the Potomac 


aud finally won a brevet commisson as Major 


for gallant service in the field. When peace 
was restored he wrote his account of the 
War in two books, “Sherman’s March 
Through the South” and the History of 
the Irish Brigade and Its Oampaigns.” 
Subsequently he served as Ma- 
jor under Santa Anna in the 
aid on Mexico, and a few years later served 
1 the same rank under Gen. Guieurrier in 
Cuba, when the island was endeavoring to 
throw off the yoke of Spain. After the 
Caban war he wrote “Lives of the Irish 
Saints and Martyrs,” for which Pope Pius 
IX. wrote him a letter of thanks. 
while the University of Notre Dame 
conferred on him the degree of L. L. D. He 
was also the author of several novels and 
three books on Lreland—a novel, a history of 
the Land-League movement, and a history of 
Irish Cuaplains and Sisters during the War 
are in press awaiting publication.

LIVKE-STOCK RATES STILT. CAUSING TROUBLE. 

Railroad-men are still discussing the ques- 
tion of the relative rates on live stock and 
dressed ineats in spite of the reference of it 
on Friday to a committee of the trunk 
lines and the Chicago railroads. ‘There 
has been what may be called a 
feud between the New York Central and the 
Erie Railroads ever since the agreement was 
made between the trunk-lines for a division 
of the lives-tock business. ‘lhe New York 
Central bitterly opposed the Erie’s first de- 
mand for a share in this class of traflic to any 
important extent. 

NEW YORK BUTCHERS DESPONDENT. 

By its contract made some months ago, the 
Erie has now secured a line of business 
which threatens to cause considerable dis- 
turbanve in the trunk-line pool 
fore it can be. satisfactorily settled. 
The large  cattle-butchering interests 
of this city are complaining that they 
must go out of business if the present dit- 
ferences in the rates on live stock and dressed 
meats are not changed. A prominent rail- 
road officer said today: There is no dis- 
position on the part of the Pennsylvania or 
the New York Central Road to interfere 
with the dressed meats business. But they 
intend to protect the established interests in 
the shipment of live cattle from the West. 
They are perfectly willing to enter 
into the transportation of dressed meats 
along with the Erie, but they 
are not disposed to injure an established 
traflic by unfavorable rates. What is sought 
in the appointment of the committee is the 
determination of a basis which will equalize 
rates on live stock and dressed meats to both 
the shippers and the roads.“ 

A NEW BALK-LINE GAME. 

George F. Slosson is practicing nightly a 
new style of balk-line game, designed by the 
inventor of the champion’s game. The balk- 
lines are drawn ten and a halt inches from 
the cushions, and the intersecting corner 
lines are abolished, and their place is 
taken by four dividing tines drawn 
from the central diamonds of the short and 
long rails. Only two consecutive shots are 
permitted within the tour oblong spaces 
thus formed. The improvement calls out as 
much open table play as cushion 
carroms, and abolishes frail-nursing 
without eliminating any style of 
straight carroms. Slosson says the game 
is one ot the finest and most difficult he has 
ever played. Ile says it is 75 per cent harder 
to play than the eight-inch balk-line game. 
Ile has run as high as 142 in a single inning 
at it.

A DEFAULTING CITY CLERK. 

LITCHFIELD, III., April 1.—[Special.]—In 
addition to the excitement usually preceding 
the annual city and township elections, to be 
held next Tuesday, there is this year in 
Litchfield that occasioned by a report of a 
special committee of the City Council ap- 
pointed to inyestigate the accounts of George 
W. Jones, City Clerk for five years past. For 
two years past some of our citizens have ex- 
pressed their suspicions that he was not pay- 
ing into the Treasury the full amount of his 
collections of water rents and license 
tax, and the number of the suspi- 
cions has constantly increased. Jones 
stood well with a majority of the Council, 
and the suspicions did not prevent that body 
from reélecting him in 1881 and again in 
1882. The present Council, however, were 
induced to appoint the Committee of Investi- 
gation which, after several weeks’ labor, re- 
ported on Friday evening last. Their in- 
vestigation covered from March 2, 1880, to 
Dec. 31, 1882. They report the Clerk’s books 
in a confused and incomplete condition ; that 
they can make no intelligible statement from 
them, but that from them and his admissions 
they determined that he had collected more 
than he had paid into the City Treasury the 
sum of $127,627. In anticipation of the re- 
port Jones offered his resignation, which was 
unanimously accepted. He says he can and 
will account for every dollar of the alleged 
deficiency. The committee has been em- 
powered to continue the investigation to the 
end of his term.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPART- 
MENT, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 1.—[{Speeial.}— 
The annual report of the police department 
of this city for the year ending at midnight 
last night was completed today. The total 
number of arrests made during the year was 
8.667, of which number 8,339 were males and 
823 females, showing a decrease of 215 for 
the year, though it is estimated that the pop- 
ulation of the city has increased nearly 10,000 
during that time. It is noteworthy that the 
arrests for assault and battery. for the 
year were 166 more than for the pre- 
ceding year. The record of arrests for 
drunkenness shows & decrease of seventy- 
eight as compared with the year before. The 
report makes a statementof the insufficiency 
and total unfitness of the Central Police 
Station for uses for which it is intendea. 
The building was officially decided by the 
former Health-Commissioner to be a nuf 
sauce. The request already miade to the City 
Council for an increase in the facilities for 
the volice force is renewed. The statistical 
record of arrests shows that six reporters, 
five lawyers, ten physicians, two school- 
girls, one teacher, ten actors, nine 
contractors, two dressmakers, and for- 
ty-two -farmers were included in the 
list. Of those arrested, 1,663 were born in 
the United States, 1,080 in Germany, and 
in Ireland. Three thousand four hundred 
and sixty-one could read ard wri while 
206 could not. Over 1,200 were married, leav- 
ing over 2,400 siugle. Eight of the arrested 
were over 70 years of age, and eighty were 
over 60, while 498 were under 20.

desired. No application for further concession 
was made at anv time by or in the interest of 
the company. ‘Phe work was not carried out 
oniy because the capitalists of the city itself 
and those at the North on whom the depended 
for assistance became satisfied that it would be 


unsafe to iovest money of which the income 
was to be at the mercy of the City Council of 
New Orleans and of the courts of the State of 
Louisiana. 

That the statement that Dr. Thornton, the 
Health Officer of Memphis, ascribed the alarm- 
ing increase of mortality in that city to the sew- 
erage system is nottrueis evidenced by that 
ofticer’s official report for the year 1882. issued in 
1883, in which be says that the number of deaths 
of 1882 fails short of that of 1881 by 351. He says: 
In this connection | will take occasion to re- 
mark thatithas been recently published by 
several widely-circulated papers that the death- 
rate of the city bas increased since the construc- 
tion of the sewers, and is attributed to them. 
This is an erroneous impression. The deaths of 
the city for the last two years exceeded those of 
1880. But it must be considered that the popu- 
lation has likewise increased, and the increase 
of deaths of 1881 over those of 1880 is not due to 
local causes, but to atmospheric influences 
which caused a like high rate of mortality in sev- 
eral localities iu West Tennessee, and in portions 
of States immediately adjacent. The deaths 
from diarrbea were nearly 40 per cent greater 
in 1881 than in 1880, but this increase was not due 
to any influence developed by the sewers. In 
the localities above mentioned there were no 
sewers, andthe prevalence of the disease was 
attributed to atmospberic conditions, and not to 
any unusual unsanitary conditions of a local 
character. The zymotic diseases which ‘prevail 
80 fatally in the impure atmosphere caused by 
sewer-gas, such as diphtheria, scariet-fever, ty- 
phoid-fever, etc., have contributed very little to 
the mortality of Mempbis during the last three 
years. I have selected these three zymotic dis- 
eases for this period to prove the fallacy of the 
assertions of those who criticise the death-rate 
of Memphis so invidiously and seem to attach 
so little importance to what they are pleased to 
attribute to the evil effects of the sewers.“ 

Dr. Thornton inthis report recommends the 


parts of the city now undrained. 

The Memphis Ledger in a recent issue says: 
“The sewers are: a success, and we would not 
sell the system for $1,000,000, unless allowed to 
replace.

Bishop Fallows Biames the People 
Who Elect Bad Men to Office, and 
Urges Them to Vote for Good Gov- 
erument and Migh License. 

Bishop Fallows oeeupied the pulpit at St. 
Paul's Reformed Episcopal Church last 
night. As his sermon was to touch upon the 
necessity of reform in the affairs of Munici- 
pal Government, he chose for his text:

Lan- 
swer,that perhaps it may require the miengium 
to perfect our Government; but l honestly be- 
lieve, and I think you will bear me out in the 
Opinion, Mat a vast and radical inrprorement in 
our Municipal Geyerameut tas become ab ab- 
solute nevessisy. I do not wish to pring this 
subject forward as material for a personal ser- 
mon, but I deem it my duty, as a eitizen and a 
clergyman, to suggest three things that are 
necessary to bring about good government for 
you and forme.

GOOD GOVERNMENT. 


A Sermon at Unity Church by the Bev. 
George Matcheolor. 

At Unity Church yesterday morning the 
Rev. George Batchelor, the pastor, preached 
on Good Government, taking as his text: 

Rulers are not a terror to the good works but 
to the evil.—Romane, riti., 3. 

He said it might seem impertinent for one 
who was so recently a stranger and not even 
a voter to take any public share in partisan 
politics for to presume to have an opinion 
as to best method of bringing about that 
most desirable consummation—the putting 
of the best men in olle to carry out 
the best measures for the common good. 
Still, there were certain broad principles of good 
government with which a minister might be 
supposed to have some familiarity. First, at the 
basis of civilization and good guvernmernt lay 
force, or the power to command; brute force, 
civilized, harnessed, and obedient. but ready to 
manifest itself at the cali of the executive. A 
second necessary clement was wealth. A great 
city could not be „beautiful. and safe— 
could not, in the best sense, be civilized—whieh 
had not At its command great resources of 
wealth to use for the control of power. These 
elements Of success existed and were under the 
control of the inbabitauts of this city. A third 
element was essential~na inteilect 
capable of controlling and 
forces. great ~ 
upon the earth to 
all the cultivated instincts of humanity. It 
might be the shelter of vice, the bome of vio- 
jence, a haunt of dissipation, strong, rich, lust- 
ful, riotous, ili-governed. Over many such 
cities had the sentence of doom been pro- 
nounced, and they had passed anny. The intel- 
lect in command, the brute in subjection; rea- 
son at the top, passion at the bottom—that was 
the true order of civilized life. Still, a tourth 
element was necessary—uamely: couscience. 
Conscience took its place above power, above 
wealth, above intellect, and there made itself 
felt ina all the lower ranks of life, keeping each 
in due order, and bindtng all together for mu- 
tuai service. Uniessastrong seuso of justice 
was generaied and put in power at the top of s- 
ciety there cuuld be no equal rights, no security 
for virtue, no untversal liberty. 

He had no right to cast a ballot at the ap- 
proaching election, and did not even know a 
person in the City Government. He could only

place before them the test which would be ap- 
applied by the rest ot the world, and ask whether 
they bad the best at the top and the worst ut the 
bottom. Would they choose as their faircst and 
best representatives those whom they bad 
chosen as a Government, and those who stood 
behind that Goverument next in power and in- 
fluence? Would these represent the manhood, 
the trained sagacity, the bigh-minded integrity. 
which were the sources Of all that was good and 
permanent in the city? If 80. ali rigut. It not, 
there was work to be done, and no man and no 
woman sbould be content until the true 
order of society was secured The’ quality 
of good govcrnment was manifest in this: It 
forwards the good man and makes life bard for 
the evil. It makes the street-safe for an bonest 
man and dangerous for a thief. With it a loving 
mother bad more intluencco than a gambler. 
With itthe induetrious were encouraged and 
ev impediment put in the way of those who 
lived by the weaknesses and vices gf their fel- 
low-men. Evil meu and women abould be made 
to feel that the burdens they imposed upon 80 
ciety should be rolled back upon themselves. It 
was a disgrace to a community when a man 
with the morais of a savage and the virtues of a 
beast could live in luxury and openly display 
the spoils of bis evil trade to tempt the un- 
wary and misicad the r — When 
such men were abie to ictate terms to 
Government to lay burdens upon all bonest 
labor, to put modesty in peril, and to make the 
honest citizen fear for his property and his life.

A @riter on tne economic functions of vice had 
recently shown thas the tendency of vice wus to 
weed itself out, and criminais themselves recog- 
nized this in the adage—A short life and a merry 
one. suicidal merriment sbould be kept far 
from civilization. Wo to the city that offered 
itself as an eeyium for such elements of pesti- 
lence, ered protection and encourage- 
ment to the Vile mom and women hunted out of 
other communities or seeking a fresh harvest of 
victims in the abounding youth of a populous 
aud attractive bome of business.

The memorſes 
of their fathers, the traditions of the Repubtic, 
their common patriotism, the fair fame of their 
city and the welfare of ite sheutd guide 
their actions, so that — life might be made 
honorable, and their Government made the ter- 
ror of every evil-deer and the supporter of all 
that was of good report. 


REGULATION OF LIQUOR TRAF- 


The Rev. T. O. Green Lectures to Young 
Men Agsinst Probition, but Advocates 
High License and Good Mayors. 

The Eighth Presbyterian Church, corner 
of Robey and Washington sireets, was last 
evening comfortably filed by a congregation 
largely composed of young people, who had 
come to listen to a lecture by tne 
Rev. T. O. Green upon “How te Re 
strain the Trailic in Intoxieating Liquors,” 
the reverend gentieman commenced by say- 
ing that the question of the control and restratut 
ot the trafiic fn intoxicating Mquors was one full 
of perplexities and differences of opinion. The 
result from using ardent Hquors was worse than 
poisoning—was maddening. The rum interest 
bad grown so arrogant that it had set itself up 
and claimed for itself the souree of aggregate 
power, and it posed asa power against man, the 
Government, and the laws of God. The Hauor 
question atfected lives and homes. It was not 
aloue a question of the wife caring for the bus- 
band. or the son for the father. or the mother so- 
licitous of ber son who might naunt the saloons. 
The question affeeted the politician, the philose- 
pher, and, most of all, the church which believed 
in the coming of Christ and the destruction in the 
end of all that was evil. There bad been asso- 
ciations and secret societies formed at various 
times in the interest of temperance ana for he 
purvoge of redeemmg the faiien, but rs was 
a warfare of mere sentiment and their platform 
One of political philosophy. with notbtus tangi- 
bie as a basis. there was another, known 
as tne funatical class Who consigned every cask 
of wine, every stimuiaut Ghat contained uicobol, 
and every one Who used alcohol or mait Iquors, 
to an endless perdition. Out of this fanaticism, 
later on, grew the proffibition movement. AH 
these things, in the progress of the age, bad be- 
come effete and useiess, and the inthuenee of the 
lecture platform even Bad deen crushed. In 
the meuntime a seusuous, vestial, and anima! 
appetite bad gained the upper hand, and as long 
as men wanted liquor, aud they bad morbid 
appetites for it, there would always be some one 
to sell it to them, and ali the anuathemas against 
wine and alevho! would not stop it. | 

The real province of a movement in the inter- 
est of temperance had vothing to do with liquor 
itself, but rather with the subordination of the 
customs of the day ia which they lived. Other 
nations had bad erises|simiar to this in various 
forms of vice, which at times retarded their ad- 
vancement morally, and they had to meet them. 
There was no use of striking at the surface of 
the evil by trying to stop the making of liquors, 
and reaching the producer. They did not necd 
to do that thing now, but they should go fo the 
root of the evil, and try to reach the con- 
sumer. There was a shadow of mystery in 
this thing why men shovgid give themselves up 
to a Vice and sell themselves into a terribie 
bondage. It was a question of Whieh the sofu- 
tion seemed impossible. The speaker had no 
novel solution to offer. He would not denounee 
the manuiacturers. The mind was eréated in 
man that it Might be used in its chief end to 
giorifying God and to enlarge the capabilities of 
tus soul, and oring the heart near to God, There 
were certain great laws in regurd to the curb- 
ing of the mind. The sia of sellmg liquor 
was not in the frenzy or _— delirium 
which it creat 
that it violated the law of cawsé, and for the 
higher senses it set up the lowest. The basis of 
ali liquor was poison. Alcohol was destructive 
ot nerve and brain tissue. Anythmg which do- 
graded the human form divine was wrong. lt 
might be said that man hed a richt to do with 
himself as be pleased. but the command of God 
was Keep tbyseif pure,“ and thisfword of Gol 
was given to every human beart. mind aud 
soul should be governed for the higher life bo- 
yond. The liquor interest made a living by 
pandering to abnormal progtituted tustes 
and appetites. Ine preacher arraigned the 
liquor-dealers net either as seamps, cowards, 
nor rascals, but because they made merchandise 
out of souls, and they were gradually getting 
things under control, ike Vietor Hugo's devil- 
lish, whose siimy tentacies fastened about 
everythin with which it came in con- 
tact, and held it down unto death. 
The liquor traffic had raised itself to a menace 
against family, church. and State. They could 
trace it through the divorcee courts aud through 
every walk of tte. it brought sorrow into 
homes. It brought down husbands, wives, sons, 
fathers, and sisters. He who sold liquor dealt 
in the chains of siavery. The frenzy of drink 
ereuted crime, and be who sold the drink wade 
the criminal. The laws were made to reach the 
low and degraded, yet this arrogant array of 
saloonkeepers stood before: them vowing to 
vote for no man or support no man 
who would dare to arraign them, or who would 
attempt to support the laws made for the pro- 
tection of the weak. Probibivon was no reme- 
dy. It had proved a failure everywhere that it 
had been altempted. There vas no question as 
to the legality of the liquor traflic, and prohibi-~ 
tion did not stop its manufacture. Probibition 
might be successful if it could be made univer- 
sal allover the world. So lou as men wanted 
liquor, penalty or do penalty, they wonld get 
it. The consumption couta be best regulated 
by making the deuler pay the highest pecuniary 
satisfaction possible, not tor the privilege of 
selling liquor, but for the crime. The selier 
should be made pecuniariy responsibie for the 
loss of property which his traflie creates, and 
criminally respoosible for any crime committed 
by a man whom he makes drunk. ere shoulda 
be good Mayors and good and bonest Judges on 
the bench to entorce the laws. 


CITIZENSHIP. 


The Rev. R. 8. Cantine Says the Man 
Who Has Stvorn to Enforee the Laws 
and Fails to Do So is a Parjarcr. 

An address was delivered upon the subject, 
“ The Rights of the Christian as a Citizen,“ 
by the Rev. R. S. Cantine, pastor of the Hal- 
sted Street M. E. Church, last evening. 

Man, said be, is born to rule or be ruled. 
When he becomes of age he is a citizen, and 
as such he is sworn to protect and defend the 
rights of his fellow- men. 
corded tbe privilege of society, which he can 
enjoy and which be must protect. Society shouid 
be pure and untainted by the sins and 
diseases Of individuals. Where stigmas and 
blemishes are found they should be wiped 
out and their originator made to suffer for the 
prerogative which he has taken to himself. So- 
cicty must be governed, must be beld within tho 
bounds of propriety by some agent—that agent 
the choice of those who are to be governed. If 
society would be pure, the rulmg bead must be 
untarpished. if society would be what it was 
intended to be, a thimr of symmetrical working, 
the bead must possess methudical ways. If by 
chance some viper finds its way into power, it is 
the duty of the individuals who placed it there 
to pull it down, to trample it under foot, and by 
this energetic policy keep society from the in- 
roads of vice. Citizenship means protection to 
the individual by the Goverument, and he who 
bas sworn aliegience takes upon binorscl{f the 
duty of acitizen. If one expects protestion he 
must do his part to furnish it. He must, to at- 
tain this end. do his part toward placing in 
power good men who will serve the right and 
not pander, with the knavery of a villain, to a 
criminal principle or support an unjust act. He 
must do what be can to see that those in office 
dispense (not dispense with) law and justice. 
When the Nation is in peril she cails upon the 
individual which she has supported to arm and 
defend her. A man who can cast a vote for a 
proper and just person and duesn’t ao so, is a 
traitor to the interests of society and of man- 
kina. His duty is plam, but be fals to follow 
its dictates. The situation in this city is vow bo- 
tore us.

Are we under ag Executive? Is ho dis- 
pensing justice, Hv up to the law, and 
proving himeecif a man who should rule? 1 usk 
you as men What shall be done?

prosperity. The church declares that regard 
for the laws of God, for morality, for justice, 
cleanliness, order. and prusperity is essential to 
the common good, and that every man should 
do aud support whatever will promote this re- 
ard and secure these things, aud make them 
onorabie in the eyes of all men. The church 
tenches that these things are superfor to par- 
ties and all private interests whatsoever, and 
that men and measures are to be co er 
solely with reference to their fitness ana ability 
to secure these ends. chureh teaches that 
in the law of God where evil cannot be abol- 
ished itis to be testrained and governed, and 
that reward for the common good, the good 
of the evil as weill as of the innocent, requires 
us to favor and support whatever will reduce 
evil and disorder in the eommuntty to ite min- 
imum of private injary and public misotief. 
The church teaches that in judging of 
these things we must regard that first 
whieh is highest; that the pupiice wealth is 
subservient to the cleanliness, beaithinese, good 
order, and mordiity of people. These things 
ought to ve as famiifar to the Christian as the 
Golden Rute; they ought to be as wuthoritative 
and supreme im bis citizenship as the ten com- 
mandments; they ought to constitute and govern 
conscierice; and then ne must be left to act in 
freedom according tu conscience. I am sure 
there is not a citizen in this Congregation who 
does not regurd these things as part of his re- 
ligion, and who would pot. under any circum- 
stances feel it bis religious duty to actas in his 
judgment will promote them. Phere can be no 
doubt that they are always urgent, and 
eiully in this community, and now; and this 
urgency catis for especially serious conférence 
aud wong | that the vicious may not dominaté 
politics and dictate the public policy. In the 
conffict between the vicious and seit- intorested 
on the one hand and the moral and patriotic on 
the other; between those whose business 
appeals to the lowest classes aud the 
worst inclinations of all classes, and these who 
desire to protect the community at least from 


the worst results of sucw evils: in the natural 


and inevitable struggle betweefi the saloons and 
the churches to control politics and the admin- 
istration of law, there can be no alternative to 
the Christiau voter. It is unnecessary to say 
that his conscience will be on the side of morai- 
ity, and order, aad the protection of the fnno- 
cent, and the repression of the vicious; and that 
he will act from censctience according to his 
best judgment. In all differences of opinion in 
regard to nen these principles stand. I appeal 
to you therefore as Christian men, acknowledg- 
ing these principles of righteousness as the com- 
mom law of the church, to act in the light of 
them according to your best reason and juda- 
ment, dofag your duty before God, without fear 
of men as it is given you to see Bow you may 
best serve the cause of morality, and temper- 
ance, and virtue in the commuoajity.

Ben Batler’s Ambition—Scheming for 
the Presidency. 

Wasn rox, D. C., April 1.—ISpeelal.]— 
Gen. Butler's late visit here has given some 
of his admiring friends a more definit idea of 
his political expectations. They are now 
quite sure that he has excellent chances for 
securing the regular Democratic nomination 
for President next year. For a time his 
failure to capture the regular organization in 
Massachusetts, and his consequent defeat for 
Governor, was regarded as ending his Presi- 
dential ambitions. And this feeling was 
known to be a reflection of his own. Previous 
to that first State campaign he had explained 
to close friends here that his breaking 
away from the Republican party and leaning 
towards the Greenbackers, labor move- 
ments, and the disorganizing element in gen- 
eral was a move toward a possible nomina- 
tion for President.

ciently powerful independent movement as 
to aehieve success, it not directly. by throw- 
ing the election into the House and planning 
for capturing the Electoral court. It was a 
modernization of the old Adullam-Cane 
party, Which Butler then souglit to consoli- 
date and lead. and included “every one that 
wasin distress, and every one that was 
jin dobt, and. every one that was 
disecontenied.”’ All these he then hoped to 
gather umto himself, and lead labor organiza- 
tions, cheap money-inen, Fenians, Socialists, 
Irish, and all the various forms of discontent 
among the foreign element. All these, with 
what he hoped to rally from the regular or- 
ganizations of those who saw no hope of ad- 
vancement for themselves except in au over- 
throw of parties, he thought it possible to 
rally and consolidate under the name of In- 
dependents, and from such a conglomera- 
tion to obtain anominatiop and accomplish 


tinal success. 8 


DISAPPOINTED. 


His first defeat for Governor was the 
greatest disappointment of his life, and for a 
time his nearest friends regarded it as one 
from which there was no recovery, and for a 
time Butler himself agreed with them.

“POEMS OF PASSION.” 


Ella Wheeler Replies to Mer Critics— 
She Does Not Thiak that Her Poems 
of Passion Are immerai ~ Explaua- 
tions as to the Origin of Some ol 
TKThem~—The Value of Friends as Ad- 
vViscrs. 

[Editors of the Wisconsin State Journal. | 
— Your letter desiring me to state the facts 
of this much-discussed matter of my love- 
poems is at hand. I will comply as concisely 


us possible. 


Among the 1,20 poems which have ema- 
nated from my too prolific pen theré are some 
forty or fifty which deal entirely with that 
emotion which has been denominated * the 
grand passion“ —love. Possibly six—not 
more—oi these are of an extremely fiery 
character. 

When I issued my collection known as 
“Maurine and Other Povems,’’ 1 purposely 
omitted all save two or three of these. I had 
been frequently accused of writing only sen- 
timentat verses: and 1 took pleasure and 
pride in presenting to the public a volume 
which contained more than 100 poems upon 
other than sentimental topics. But no sooner 
was the book published than letters of re- 
gret came to me from friends and strangers, 
and from all quarters of the globe—ietters 
asking why this or that love-poem was omit- 
ted. ‘These regrets were repeated to me by 
so many people personally that 1 decided to 
collect these poems and issue them in a small 
volume, to be called Poems of Passion.“ 
By the word“ passion“ I meant the grand 
passion ” of love. 

1 presented the MS., including four of the 
haitalozen already mentioned, to Messrs. 
Jansen, McClurg & Co., the publishers of 
‘“*Maurine,” for their inspection. ‘They ex- 
amined the MS., and wrote me as follows: 

We do not think it advisabie to publish the 
book. Our reasons for this decision we will give 
you in a personal interview. 

I did not call upon them, but afew days 
later I mentioned their decision to a young 
lady friend in Milwaukee, who had expressed 
great admiration for my ardent verses. I 
said to her, “I have no doubt they consider 
the poems too pronounced.’ 

A reporter of the Milwaukee Evening 
Journal, who had seen me iu company with 
this lady, ealled upon herto learn what he 
could of me and wy book. She repeated my 
conversation, which he solemnly promised 

lot to make use of until he had consulted 
ne, but which he published in the most sen- 
sational manner, with variations of his own, 
afew hours later. The aritcle has been 
copied widely, and enlarged and improved“ 
with each publication. 

Since these poems have caused so much 
agitation throughout the entire country, 
East, West, and South, | beg leave to make 
a few statements concerning them. The ex- 
citement, and :mingled horror aud admira- 
tion, seem to centre upon four poems—viz.: 
* Delilah,” “Ad Finem,” . Conversion,“ 
and “Communism.” 

„ Delilah“ was written and published in 
1877. I had been reading history, and became 
stirred by the power of such women as As- 
pasia and Cleopatra over such grand men as 
Antony, Socrates, and Pericles. Under the 
influence of this feeling 1 dashed off Deli- 
lah, which I meant to be an expression of 
the powerful fascination of such a woman 
upon the memory of a man, even as he 
neared the hour of death. I consider it my 
finest effort. If the poem is immoral, then 
the history which inspired it is immoral. 

Ad Finem ” was written in 1878. 1 think 
there arefew women of strong character who 
cannot, either from experience or observa- 
tion, understand the violentintensity of re- 
gret and despair which sometimes takes pos- 
session of the human heart after the loss, by 
death, or fate, or the force of circumstances, 
of some one very dear. In “ Ad Finem”] 
intended to give voice to this very common ex- 
perience of almost every heart. Many wom- 
en have told me since that the picture was 
true to life. The poem is not—as many pev- 
ple have either willfully or stupidly con- 
strued it—a bit of poetical advice to 
womankind to barter “ the joys of Paradise“ 
for just one kiss.“ It is simply an illus- 
tration ofa moment of turbulent anguish 
and vehement despair—such moments as the 
best and most moral people have, or may ex- 
perience during a lifetime. 

„Conversion“ was suggested to me by the 
remark of a gentleman friend. In speaking 
of the woman he loved, he said to me: 1 
have always been a skeptic as to the exist- 
ence of a Heaven; but I am so much happier 
in the love of this woman than I ever sup- 

ysed I could be on Earth, that I begin to 
elieve the tales of heavenly glory may be 
true.” Iembodiéd his answer in a poem, 
which I littie dreamed would call down so 
much censure. 

in “Communism,” a poem of recent crea- 
tion. I endeavored to illustrate the suprema- 
cy of love over reason, using what I believed 
to be a new simile for that somewhat hack- 
neyed theme. 

t has been stated by the press that all my 
friends advised me not to publish these poenis 
in book- form. This is an error. Fully half 
my friends gave me urgent advice of exactly 
the opposit nature. 

It has also been said that only immoral 
people encourage, or praise, or appreciate 
these pronouncedly passionate poems. This 
is also an error. The most abusive article 
which has appeared In the Western press 
coneerning them was written by a man 
whose private life, like Lady Macbeth’s stain, 
„Smells to Lleaven,” it is so foul; while the 
highest praise that has yet been bestowed is 
from a man of the purest character and the 
most spotless record, 

I have presented these 22 to very dear 
and honored lady friends in Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and St. Louis; and the majoriiy— 
many of them noble wives and true mothers 
~have said to me, “Publish them by all 
means.” Others have advised me to wait, 
and not have them appear in book-form until 
Jam, to use their words, married or dead.” 
But, so long as I believe the poems proper to 

ublish at all, 1 do not feel the need ofa 
husband or a tombstone to shelter me from 
further criticism. 

It is impossible to pursue a successful lit- 
erary career and follow the advice of one’s 
„ best friends.” I have received severe cen- 
sure from my orthodox friends for writing 
libe verses. They denounced them as 
blasphemous. My liberal triends condemn 
my devout and religious poems as aiding 
superstition.” My temperance verses hav 
been called “ fanatical trash of which 
ought to be ashamed.” 

With all due thanks and appreciation for 
the kind motive which interests so many 
dear friends in my career, I yet feel com- 

lled to follow the light which my own in- 
eliect and judgment cast upon my way. 
rather than any one of the many conflicting 
rays which other minds lend me. I am, very 
truly yours, ELLA WHEELER.

A DANGEROUS TASK. 


A Searching Party Cut Off by Fall- 


ing Rocks and Imprisoned Several 
Hours—Further Search Will 
| Be Abandoned. 


Bnamwoop,. III., April 1.—[Speelal.I— A 
large crowd had assembled around the Dta- 
mond Mine today, but they were not like the 
excited crowds that gathered when the first 


bodies were taken out, They seemed to have 


lost their interest in the matter; even the 
searchers, when they came up, were dispir- 
ited at the prospect before them. At & this 
morning a party of six men went down 
with the coffins to put the bodies in, 
but before they had succeeded in getting the 
bodies ready to be brought up they discov- 
ered that their means of retreat had been cut 
off by a large fall of stone in the roadway. 
Their feelings can be imagined when they 
realized that they were prisoners in that 
frightful grave. Sitting there in the presence 
of the six ghastly corpses painfully reminded 
them what their fate might be. They had 
thoughtlesly gone down without tools to 
dig themselves out, having all they could 
do to take the coftins down. 
They had remained prisoners in the 
awful place for several hours when another 
party was sent down to hunt for them, as 
their tong stay had alarmed the officers in 
eharge on top. When the fact became known 
that the party had been caught by a fall the 
excitement became intense. The party, on 
reaching the top, were surrounded by a vast 
crowd of excited miners who rejviced at 
their safe return. ‘Their wives hung around 
them frantically. These explorers vowed 
they would never enter the mine again. 
This, adventure of the exploring party 
completely changed the minds of the whole 
mining population In regard to pursuing the 
work of taking out the bodies yet buried in 
the mine. Many ot the miners exvressed 
themselves freely on the subject of abandon- 
ing the shaft. ‘They think now that to con- 
{inue the work will be a foolish and reck- 
less piece of work. 

Alexander Gilmore, who has a son yet 
buried in the mine, on being asked if he 
would be satistied to let the work stop said: 
If the work is stopped now I would be sat- 
isfied to let my boy remain, but if nearly all 
the bodies were taken out 1 would in- 
sist on having my boy. have been 
to the farthest points in the mine yet ex- 
vpiored, and would doa great deal to get his 
body, but 1 will never go down into the mine 
again at the further risk of my life, nor can 
] ask any other men to go. 1 have a family 
dependent on me for support, and do not 
care to lose my life. Evenif I got his bods 
i could not bring him back to lite.“ Many 
of the interested ones are said to be of the 


same opinion. 

Tomorrow at 3o0’clock the widows and in- 
terested relatives will meet Mr. I. B. 0 Orry, 
Superintendent of the C., W. & V. C. Com- 
papy, at the Diamond Coal Company's oflice 
to talk over the matter of stopping the work 
of searching the mine for remaining bodies. 

It was found that only six bodies were 
among the rafters ip the southwest entry in- 
stead of seven, as firstthought. They were 
taken out at 4 o’clock this afternooh and 
placed at once in the morgue. The 
last three taken up were identified as being 
Ike Pearson, James Pearson, and John Pear- 
son. They were brothers. The first-ndmed 
was the oldest. Ile laid on the timber, and 
had the younger boys’ heads laying on his 
breast. Their heads were nearly pressed 
through his body so heavy was the pressure 
of the stone on them. The bodies will be 
left in the morgue till tomorrow at L0o’clock, 
when they will be buried. The Coroner’s in- 
quest will be held on Wednesday at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon.

RAILROADS. 


Dimiculty Between the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northern Saliroad 
and the Northwestern Fuel Com- 
pany. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 1.—[Speclal.]—An 
Albert Lea, Minn., special to the Ploneer- 
Press says: Great excitement prevails in 
railroad circles here over the attachment by 
Sheriff Shehan of some of the rolling-stock 
of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
Railroad on a claim of the Northwestern 
Fuel Company for $1,500,550. The Sheriff 
now has in his possession four locomotives, 
two passenger-coaches, and ten or. twelve 
freight-cdrs, with an eflicient force of depu- 
ties working with him to seize upon any 
other avatiable stock that may come into the 
yard. No loaded or mail-cars have been at- 
tached. Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
railway oflicials were interviewed tonight re- 
garding the suit brought against them by the 
Northwestern Fuel Company, and state that 
they lived up to the contract and were will- 
ing to continue, but the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis Road, since the new management 
came into pewer, refused to haul the empty 
cars free because of the contract being so ex- 
tremely low. The contract was made bya 


former General Freight Agent of the Bur- 


liugton, Cedar Rapids & Northern Road, 
who included the Minneapolis & St. 
Louls Company under a traffic-agreement 
that existed between the two roads. 
The contract was made in July, 1881, 


for five years, but there area number of 
points which they claim will not hold, and in 
any event the case must fall back on the 
Minneapolis & St. Louls Company. A new 
and interesting feature developed at Minne- 
apolis yesterday when Sheriff McDonald lev- 
ied upon all the rolling-stock, etc., belonging 
to the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Nor theri 
Road in the possession or under the contro! 
of the Minneapolis & St. Louis Road. the 
whole amounting in value to nearly $1,000,- 
000. Mr. Trueskiel, of Min- 
neapolis & St. Louis Road, was in- 
terviewed, but nothing definit could 
be ascertained, as he had heard 
nothing from the defendants as to what ac- 
tion they had decided to take in the matter. 
The Sheriff can attach the property, but he 
must find trackage, which will be inrpossi- 
ble in this city; and furthermore he will be 
put to the expense of separating the cars of 
defendant made up in trains, and will be 
liable to suits for damages for delays, etc., 
from the Minneapolis & St. Louis Company: 
and, further, shippers whose goods are 
stored in cars seized under these papers will 
each have cause for action against the plaint- 
iff. Lunumerable complications are likely to 
arise from this action, and it is thought the 
fuel company will withdraw from the con- 
test in this direction in view of the trouble 
that their action will cause,

The subject of free passes brought ont 
some interesting testimony from Chauncey 
M. Devew, attorney of the New York Cen- 
tral, recently. He said he would not object 
to making it a felony for a public officer to 
accept a free pass. He thought some lati- 
tude should be given to the railroad compa- 
nies. Shippers of live stock, for instance, 
and dealers in potatoes, fruit, and so on, 
who went to New York with their ship- 
ments should have free transportation. In 
railroad wars and in times of close competi- 
tion the companies found it necessary to 
give passes to shippers to draw business to 
their lines. Mr. Depew freely answered 
questions as to the free-pass custom of 
the New York Central, So far 
as the State officers and legis- 
lators were concerned no discrimination 
was ever made. They treated their best 
friends and worst enemies alike. When active 
and virtuous legislation was under consider- 
ation in the Legislature, he said, the applica- 
tion for trip passes fell off, probably on ac- 
on the part of members 
about asking for them. Ile could not say as 
to the number of passes issued. The number 
of annual passes was very small. The trip 
passes issued amounted in money value to

cent of these were never used, People got 
them with the intention of going to Niagara 
Falls, or elsewhere, and changed their minds 
on finding that even a trip on u free pass was 
expensive. He thought $10,000 would cover 
the value of the trip passes actually used in 
ayvear. Not more than four or five of the 
600 editors along the line of the road got an- 
nual passes. Trip passes were frequently 
issued to editors, but the number was small.

The Quarter-Centennial Anniversary of 
the Young Mens Christian Associa- 
tion—History and Progress of the In- 
stitution. 

The quarter-centennial anniversary of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of Chi- 
cago was commemorated in a unique man- 
ner at Farwell Hall yesterday, every Presi- 
dent of the organization from the first to the 
last, with the exception of D. L. Moody, be- 
ing present and making an address. On the 
platform were the ex-Presidents, and also, 
among others, John W. Stanley, the first 
Corresponding Secretary, 8. M. Moore, W. 
I. Midler, Maj. E. D. Redington, W. C. 
Grant, Ira P. Mason, Prof. F. B. Williams, 
Samuel Pike, the Rev. R. M. Hattield, the 
Rev. T. P. Marsh, J. V. Farwell Jr., H. N. 
Holden, A. Delight, Capt. J. S. Curtiss, 
Dr. T. P. Seeley, J. E. Wilson, and J. M. 
Lattimer. Lyon’s orchestra furnished the 
music and a choir led the singing. ‘There 
were fully 2,500 people in the auditorium and 
gallery. 

The services opened with a hymn, at the 
conclusion of which the Rev. M. Gilbert 
offered prayer. 

THE PRESIDENT. 

President Houghteling then said it was 
always well for those who worked or strug- 
gled or fought to stand still for a moment 
occasionally to see where they were. ‘There- 
fore the association was in the habit of look- 
ing back at the end of each year to see what 
had been done and to determine where it 
stood.

Soon after the great 
disaster, however, they met in a 
small place on Wabash avenue, but he was 
so overwhelmed with business, as were 
other men atithat time, that he was obliged to 
transfer his association work to Mr. Moody.

Mr. N. S. Bouton (1874) said the origina- 
tors of the association consecrated their 
hearts to the work, and it had gone forward.

Mr. E. G. Keith (187981) said the responsi- 
bilities of the association today were vast. 
There were more people in Chicago who 
didn’t believe in Christ than in any other 
city in the land, and Christian men and 
women were called upon to do a great work.

President Iloughtelmg said the relief work, 
tract work, ete., had been, in a measure, 
banded over to special organizations, since 
the city was getting tov large for the associa- 
tion todo everything.

Lompoc, Cal., March 17.—[{San Francisco 
Chronicle.)}—A citizens’ mass-meeting was held 
this afternoon in front of Davis & Drumm's 
newly-opened saloon on H street. Hundreds of 
men and women assembied, quite a number 
coming from all over the valley. Singing, 
prayer, speeches, and exhortations to the rum- 
sellers were made in true crusade style. A mo- 
tion prevailed that all in favor of maintaining 
the principles of the Lompoc temperance col- 
only, prohibiting the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors, move to the right of the 
Chairman; those opposed to the left. Ail but a 
small minority, mostly single young men, went 
to the right amid cheers. It was then unani- 


halt an hour. Two others then came in. 
From this gathering sprang the fa- 
mous Fulton street prayer-meeting, 
and a great revival of religion 
that swept over the country. One of the re- 
sults of the revival was the Chicago Young 
Men’s Christian Assoviation. Feeble in its 
beginning, it was magnificent in its growth 
and prosperity. A few young men, moved 
by the love of God and the nobler purpose of 
benefiting and blessing others, met and de- 
liberated, and finally resolved to organize. 
Their object, as stated in the constitution, 
was to improve the spiritual, intellectual, and 
social condition of young men.

J. V. Farwell, President in 1860’61 and 
1876-78, spoke of the association at the break- 
ing-out of the War.
